Dear Stuart: 

I have examined with great interest the official account book for the distr 
bution of Massachusetts Bills of Credit under the November 4, 1714, etc. 

Act beginning November 29, 1714 and ending January 12, 1715/16. 

As you say, it covers the L50.000 which is being lent out under the Act, 
although some items look like they are part of the exchange for old bills. 

It records the serial numbers on the bills being distributed, but it does 
not indicate if these bills are for loans to those named or if those named 
were officials to make loans to others. 

I feel that I would not enjoy having it at $3500, but perhaps someone else 
will. It is a collateral numismatic item, but I certainly would buy a set 
of the notes mentioned for much more than that. 

Thank you for sending it. It is returned herewith. 


P.S. As to the South Carolina item, we have a policy, as you may know, 

of never selling anything from our collection so that we can remain 
completely non-commercial.

Dear Mr. Goldman, 

I have been in USSR and your May 4, 1991 letter came when I 
was away. 

The document you sent is a certified copy of an enactment by 
the Rhode Island Assembly passed to have the tax collectors turn 
into the Treasury the "Crown Point" money they had collected as 
taxes from the citizens. Apparently some tax collectors had spent 
or used some of the money or had failed to turn it in. 

Crown Point money consisted of war issues of Rhode Island 
paper money authorized in 1755 using the March 18, 1750 Rhode 

Island printing plates with modifications in the date to 1755 and 
with the words "Crown Point" on the back. They are described and 
illustrated on p. 384 of my book The Early Paper Money of America 
(3rd Edition). There is also New Hampshire "Crown Point" paper 
money. The Crown Point expedition is described in history books 
concerning the French and Indian War. The Crown Point money was 
used originally in 1755 to pay the troops and the expenses of the 
expedition to Crown Point. 

I hope I have been somewhat helpful.
